IN POOR CONDITION 


Colson Tells Police He Knew 
Assailant Only as 
‘Claude.’ 


. Naming his assailant as a “fellow 
named Claude,” William W. Colson, 
82, of 674 Lawton street, S. W.., 
was in serious condition last night 
following a mysterious shooting in a 
taproom on Houston street near Pryor 
early yesterday morning. 

Colson is in Grady hospital, suf- 
fering from a bullet wound in the 
abdomen. Doctors revealed they are 
seeking donors for a blood transfu- 
sion in efforts to save his life. 

Questioned by detectives, Colson at 


‘first declined to talk about the af- 


fair, but later said a man known to 
him only as “Claude,” a chance 1¢- 
quaintance, had shot him with a .38- 
caliber pistol. 

Farl F. Colson, 36, a brother of 
the wounded man, was freated at the 
hospital for cuts of the head and he 
and Gilbert Zelleman, 36, of College 
Park, were arrested on suspicion fol- 
lowing the shooting. 

Police believe the man who shot 
Colron fled through the rear of the 
tanroom. 

The elder Colson and  Zelleman 
were later released by police, who 
said there was no case against them. 
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Negro To Go to Chair 
For 11-Year-Old Crime 


Luther Thomas, negro, who lived 
up to the adage that ‘“‘the murderer 
will return to the scene of his 
crime,’ will be resentenced to die in 
the electric chair Wednesday by 
Judge Virlyn B. Moore in Fulton 
superior court. 

Thomas’ sentence of death was re- 
cently upheld by the supreme court 
of Georgia. 

The negro was convicted in April, 
1935, of stabbing Isabel Turner, 
negro woman, to death on August 
16, 1924. After the murder, Thomas 
escaped and not a thing was heard 
from him for more than 10 years. 
But last January tHe psychological 
attraction of the scene of the crime 
overcame Thomas and he ;eturned 
to Atlanta. 

He went to the place where he 
had killed Isabel and justice, long 
trampled underneath his far-wan- 
dering feet, came to light. The dead 
woman's sister recognized him and 
called the police. 

A court. decision was necessary 
after his conviction to determine 
whether he should be put to death 
in the’ electric chair or hanged. 
Thomas killed Isabel on Angust 16, 
1924. the day the bill providing for 
an electric chair to supplant hang- 
ing in Georgia, was signed by the 
Governor, The superior court ruled 
Thomas should die in the chair.

ARCHITECTS TO HEAR 
NEW SCHOOL TEE PLAN 


Proposal to End Bond Build- 
ing Impasse To Be Sub- 
mitted Tomorrow. 


A new program to provide archi- 
tectural services on the $800,000 
school construction program will be 
submitted Monday to Atlanta archi- 
tects as a prelude to the meeting of 
the board education Twesday, it was 
learned yesterday. 

Suggested by Miss Gay B. Shep- 
person, Georgia WPA administrator, 
and Robert L. McDougall, projects 
engineer, in a conference yesterday, 
Ernest J. Brewer, president of the 
board of education, said he will of- 
fer the program to architects at a 
méeting to he held at 11 o'clock to- 
morrow morning at the city hall. 

Under the plan, architects will be 
asked to draw complete plans and 
provide all supervision for the 15 
original projects and to save enough 
on the jobs to get their fees. The 
savings, it was pointed out, can be 
made from economies, “which proper 
supervisiion alone can provide” and 
through elimination of portions of 
projects not absolutely necessary. 

Bréwer expressed confidence that 
Atlanta architects will co-operate ‘to 
the fullest in the proposal, and will 
even rednce their fees further in. or- 
der to insure that the building pro- 
gram will not suffer.” 

Committee to Meet. 

The buildings and grounds commit- 
tee will hold a meeting at 3 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, following the con- 
ference with architects, in a move to 
provide a recommendation to be of- 
fered at Tuesday’s board session. 
Several board members were con- 
fident the proposal is a solution of 
the row over employment of archi- 
tects. A school board battle over 
provision of fees for architects was 
precipitated when a group attempted 
to divert $50,000 set up for improve- 
ments to Murphy and Maddox Junior 
High schools to pay architects. A 
board bloc resisted the move and the 
new proposal is an outgrowth of sub- 
sequent negotiations. 

Some apprehension, however,  de- 
veloped as to the possibility that ma- 
terials and workmanship might suf- 
fer if such a program were approved. 

In. addition to attempting for a 
third time to end the board impasse 
over architectural services, Brewer 
will face a board test on whether his 
position shall be sustained in depos- 
ing Fred Boston, sixth ward commis- 
sioner, from several board commit- 
tees.

Mr. Shaw tells of a 
fictitious citizens’ committee of a 
large midwestern town which called 
a mass meeting of all gangsters of 
the town, large and small, lined them 
up in a large room and mowed them 
down with machine guns.

Citizens of Georgia are taking ac- 
tion against recklessness in another 
way. They are pledging themselves to 
drive safely and are vigorously carry- 
ing the campaign against careless 
drivers to their neighbors and friends. 
The seven simple Nafe Driving rules 
contained in the Safety Council pledge, 
if strictly followed, would put a sud- 
den stop to the endless line of auto- 
mobile accident victims which are 
brought into hospital emergency 
wards, dead, dying or horribly dis- 
figured with painful and serious in- 
juries.

Signed Safe Driving pledges con-

U.S. ARMY 1S BUYING 


103 NEW WAR PLANES 


Ships Will Be Delivered 
Fully Equipped Between 
Now and August. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 7.—(/)—The 
army's air strength will be increased 
by the addition of 103 deadly bomb- 
ers from the Glenn L. Martin plant 


within the next nine monthe. 
Production of the military craft 


was under way today at Martin’s 
Middle River factory. Already four 
of the speedy, powerful air fighters 
have soared away to Langley Field, 
Va., to become a part of the army’s 
sinews. 

Delivery is slated to continue at the 
rate of three a week until the contract 
is filled in August. The total cost will 
be approximately $5,000,000. , 

These planes have no connection 
with gruelling competitive tests among 
Martin, Douglas and Boeing bombers 
at Dayton, Ohio, for new government 
contracts. The contract for them was 
awarded approximately a year ago. 

A test plane was completed in June 
and since then has been subjected to 
severe trials to prove every detail of 
construction. Approval was given and 
production orders came from Wash- 
ington this week. 

The bombers have a speed of 220 
miles an hour and a cruising range 
from 1,200 to 1,800 miles with a nor- 
mal load. Ready for action, one of 
them carries approximately two tons 
of projectiles and a crew of four. 

They have a 72-foot wingspread and 
are powered with twin 750-horsepowcr 


motors. They are equipped with au- 
|tomatic pilot devices, complete radio 
— }and armament apparatus. 


The planes are said to he the first

Physicians of Blame for 
‘Unfortunate Fatality.’ 


John B. Franklin, superintendent 
of Grady hospital, yesterday express-

Grady attaches were exonerated of 
blame in connection with the failure 
to find the fracture on the first ex- 
amination of the patient. Alderman 
I. Gloet Hailey, who interested him- 
self in the probe, expressed entire 
satisfaction at the findings of the 
medical group in charge of the hos- 
pital. The report of the doctors 
pointed to the failure to find the frac- 
ture as “unfortunate.” 

Doctors met and heard internes, 

urses and other attaches, and then 

led the report with Franklin. 

The meeting was called by Dr. Jos- 
eph H. Hines, medical director of the 
institution, and was attended by Dr. 
R. H. Oppenheimer, Dr. C. W. Strick- 
ler, Dr. T. C. Davison, Dr. LeRoy 
Childs and Dr. Frank Eskridge. 

Hailey conferred with Mayor Key 
during the morning about the inci- 
dent and the mayor also was of the 
opinion the matter was unfortunate, 
but that hospital attaches were not 
to blame. 

“This Grady board has done a good 
job for humanity,” 
“It is still doing a fine job and will 
continue to do so, I am sorry that 
such things do happen. .We must do 
our best to prevent them.”

In the back of each 
pamphlet is a short bibliography sug- 
gesting titles for further reading and 
a list of half dozen or more ques- 
tions linked with the theme of the 
pamphlet for the student to answer. 
These Pee booklets should 
do a real service for a great many 
readers who have, heretofore, found 
merely bewilderment in the immense 
amount of matter that has been print- 
ed and spoken for and against every 
one of the questions they discuss. The 
chief value in the phmphlets lies in 
the fact that their purpose is not to 
spout propaganda and win converts, 
but to clarify, illuminate, and set 
forth in understandable style the im- 
portant factors in each subject and 
thus aid the reader to form intelii- 
gently his own opinion. Each pam- 
phlet is cleverly illustrated with 
sprightly sketches which make up in 
clarity what they lack in art. 


One of the most interesting of the 
books is entitled “The Farm Busi- 
ness,’ by Roman L. Horne. Though 
‘numbering but a few pages this little 
volume gives a very clear picture of 
the farmer’s difficulty and its relation 
to general prosperity, and what is 
more, it explains in a few concise 
| sentences, so that anyone can under- 
|stand, just what is meant by the Agri- 
‘cultural Adjustment Act. All of the 
‘volumes are interesting and should 
_be added to the library of any stu- 
dent of public or international af- 
fairs, but, at the same time, they are 
so written that they can be under- 
stood by even the most casual reader 
and should be invaluable to the lay- 
man.

“Tongues of the Monte” has a quali- 
ty that raises it above its fellows. 
Whether it’s subject matter is one 
that will have a wide appeal can only 
be answered by time; but whatever it 
is read by discerning men, it will be 
valued. Mr. Dobie has followed the 
wisdom of the old Mexican proverb, 
“To understand what another is 
thinking it is necessary to put the 
head in his house.”. In telling of his 
own adventures on journey across this 
vivid. unspoiled country he captures 
the land and its people, folkways, 
tales, legends, songs, beliefs, its reac- 
tions of the head and heart. The 
mood of the book lasts long after the 
last page has been turned, for Frank 
Dobie has no taste for abstract folk- 
lore. He has not been content with 
telling the tales; he has succeeded in

In decided contrast is Harry 
Franck’s “Trailing Cortez Through 
Mexico.” Mr. Franck is a profession- 
al traveler and seems from the outset 
to regard his journey in the nature of 
a feat similar to that of a marathon 
dancer or a champion hog caller. He 
is characteristically an American trav- 
eling in Mexico and he admittedly took 
his wife to demonstrate an American 
woman traveling in Mexico. 

The Francks and their friend, Mr. 
Valentini. go to Vera Cruz. where 
‘they trace, as nearly as tradition and 
the records make possible, the journey 
of Cortez and his band of Spanish 
gangsters. They never establish any 
more contact with the Mexican people 
than Cortez. and use them if not by 
force of _arms by persuasion of the 
almighty dollar much as Cortez did. 
Where Mr. Dobie tells not only the 
names of the birds and their crys but 
the folklore concerning them. Mr. 
Franck says, “A gray bird with a 
golden breast lighted on the tree with 
tufts of red blossoms in the yard.” 

These comparisons are in no way 
detrimental to Harry. Franck’s work. 
It is well constructed and written, 
given clearly but with no boring de- 
tail. His purpose is entirely different. 
If vou want aceurate’ information

COTTON HEAD DENIES 
POOL TOBE REOPENED 


Government To Announce 
New Crop Estimate on 
Monday. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dee. 7.—(4)— 
Oscar Johnston, head of the govern- 
ment cotton pool, today denied reports 
that a reopening of the pool would 
follow Monday’s crop estimate to be 
announced by the government. 

For some time unconfirmed reports 
have circulated in the trade that if 
the government report on Monday is 
bullish, the government agency would 
again start selling some of the 
000 bales of cotton held in the pool. 

“There has been no change in the 
previous announcement,” Johnston 
said, “any reopening of the cotton 
pool will be preceded by one week's 
notice to the trade through the press. 
This will give all adequate time to 
submit bids, if they desire pool cot- 
ton.” Johnston refused to set any defi- 
nite date when the pool might again 
sell cotton and reiterated previous 
statements that “when the present 
crop has been marketed, we will ask 
the trade if they want any pool 
cotton.” 

He said that Chester Davis’ recent 
speech in Dallas, Texas, was “noth- 
ing to get excited about.” Davis, ag- 
ricultural adjustment administrator, 
recently said that the government 
might sell a million bales of loan 
cotton. 

“Naturally the government wants 
to sell that cotton, Johnston said. ‘‘and 
from time to time consider and review 
different plans and ways of gelling 
it.” Johnston said the main idea be- 
hind the cotton pool was to liquidate 
its stocks without in any way effect- 
ing the present price structure of 
cotton.

IN STATE PRODUCE 
IMPROVED COTTON 


E. C. Westbrook, Farm 
Specialist at Athens, 
Says Long Staple Is 
Grown in 52 Counties. 


ATHENS, Ga., Dee. 7.—The ad- 
|ministration farm program is not the 
only agency bringing extra money to 
Georgia cotton growers, according to 
Kk. C. Westbrook, cotton specialist of 
the State College of Agriculture, of 
| the University of Georgia, who points 
out that the one-variety lint farmers 
in the state are also receiving a bonus 
for their staple. 

According to Mr. Westbrook, 16,666 
Georgia farmers this year grew 100,- 
000 bales of long staple cotton on 
250,000 acres planted in 108 commu- 
‘nities in 52 counties in the state. 
The survey shows the value of pre- 


miums on the long staple lint this year 


averaged $6 an acre, or a total fund 
of $1,500,000 over and above the ay- 
erage cotton price in the state. This 
means every grower of the long staple 
cotton received an average of $90 ex- 
(ra profit this year, according to Mr. 
W estbrook. Many farmers, not mem- 
bers of the vne-variety groups, also 
planted improved seed, their extra in- 
come being estimated at $500,000 in 
1935, which would bring the total ben- 
efits this year in state to $2,000,000. 

The cotton . specialist points out 
_ this is not an emergency program, 
| but a permanent one, which agricul- 
tural leaders hope to see spread over 


‘all the cotton-growing area of the 

| State. 

| Had Steady Growth. 

- The one-variety cotton plan in 
eorgia has had steady growth. Be-

In order to com- 
pensate for. deferred payment, this sum was 
arbitrarily boosted 25%. The whole amount, 
kept at 4% compounded interest, was to reach 
maturity in 20 years, and neither congress nor 
the veterans who helped write the law intended 
that the certificates should be paid before then. 
During the Coolidge boom of 1925-29 the 
bonus issue was quiescent, as ex-soldiers en- 
joyed their share of “good times.” But when 
depression came, the movement for immediate 
cash payment began. It snowhballed so rapidly 
that by 1931 congress was stampeded into 
passing a law allowing veterans to borrow up 
to 50% of the maturity value of their certifi- 
cates. This law was vetoed by President Hoo- 
ver, but congress enacted it over his veto.

“Greenback” Bonus 


The bonus issue was again spotlighted the 
following year when a ragged bonus army of 
20,000 men and women invaded Washington 
demanding immediate payment in full of the 
soldiers’ bonus. Before they were removed by 
the regular army with tear gas and bayonets, 
a bonus bill providing for immediate payment 
by means of printing press money was intro- 
duced in congress by Senator Patman and was 
passed by the house with a 5-to-4 vote. But 
the senate turned it down.

At first, pressure was brought upon the state 
legislatures. Many states enacted special bonuses 
for ex-service men within their borders. Be- 
tween 1917 and 1930 a total of $500,000,000 | 
was distributed among World War veterans by | 
their own states. But veterans and their leaders | 
were not Satisfied with state aid alone, and pres- | 
sure for a national bonus was renewed in con- | 
gress. | 

In 1921 a bonus bill was passed by the house 
but killed in the senate after President Harding 
had appeared in person before that body to urge 
“delay” in this type of legislation in order to 
prevent ‘‘disaster of the nation’s finances” in 
the post-war depression. | 

The following year President Harding declared | 
he would approve a bonus bill if taxes were 
levied to pay the cost. A Sales tax was Sug- 
gested. But when a bill was passed in congress 
without the revenue provisions, he vetoed it.

Speare Says Eventual Outcome of Rail Problems Will Be 
Government Ownership; General Business 
Recovery Aids Stricken Roads.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—During the 
eight months from March to Novem- 
ber, when the average price of indus- 
trial stocks advanced over 50 points, 
the net gain in the railroad share list 
was 10 points. This is the third week 
during which the trend of the indus- 
trials has been affected by profit-tak- 
ing and a shifting to other sections of 
the market. 

In the meantime, a new attitude on 
the part of large investors, including 
individuals and institutions, téward 
the securities of the steam carriers, 
has developed. It has been created 
out of, first, the improvement in car 
loadings; second, the October show- 
ing of net operating income: Third, 
the indications of earlier reorganiza- 
tions of bankrupt systems than had 
seemed | ssible a few months ago,.and 
fourth, the technical condition within 
the market which appeared to sug- 
gest an overbought and overpriced 
group of manufacturing stocks and an 
undervalued list of rails. 

It will require many months of im- 
provement in the traffic and revenue 
position of the railroads to overcome 
the prejudices of the general invest- 
ing public toward their securities. 
Those who are now accumulating rail 
stocks are not the smal] traders and 
investors. Their faith in the recov- 
ery of the transportation industry, to 
a point where there will be a safe 
margin over fixed charges and some 
return to a dividend basis by at least 
a score of companies that have paid 
nothing to their shareholders since 
1931, as yet to be born.

Remember that your tulips like 
rich mellow soil, free from lumps and 
stones. No bulb can tolerate ma- 
nure unless it is thoroughly decayed, 
so I would advise using the sheep 
manure and bone meal. Work your 
soil deep, provide good drainage, and 
do not plant under trees. Few bulbs 
like shade. They are much prettier 
planted in groups or clumps than 
when strung along in long thin lines. 
nless you have a real tulip garden 
I would not plant them in solid beds. 

Question: What is the difference 
between a hot-bed and a cold-frame? 

Answer: Cold-frames are used to 
carry over winter plants that are too 
tender to remain out-of-doors but not 
needing greenhouse protection. JHot- 
beds are used in the early spring to 
start seed and plants that need an 
early start and are not able to stand 
the lingering winter weather. They 
are best placed on the south side of 
a building or in some protected spot 
and always require perfect drainage, 
if the pit form is used. A very con- 
venient size is three feet wide and 
six feet (or any multiple of three) 
long. The back is higher than the 
front, about 18 inches high in the 
back and 12 inches high in the front. 

Remember what I told you at the 
garden school

Your parliamentarian will answer 
today the many questions recejved 1D 
regard to elections. 

Although elections by ballot may be 


'an unnecessary formality in very small 


clubs where every member who would 
eare for an office may have &@ turn 
at office holding, it is nevertheless in 
general desirable for all organizations 
of a permanent nature to require elec- 
tion of officers to be by ballot. for 
many years elections may g0 smooth- 
lv. there may be but one candidate 
and good feeling may prevail. 

It is to provide for the serious emer- 
gence, that seldom occ hit that 
threatens to disrupt an organizal.ons, 
t'ot the secret vote (by ballot) is 
always desirable. 

When the by-laws 
tion must be by ballot--then you can-

not suspend those by-laws and have 
secretarv cast the ballot. A misun- 
‘derstanding exists as to the custom 
of the secretary casting a unanimous

casts a unanimous ballot for any ¢can- 
didate, that vote a viva voce vote 
and not a vote by ballot as required 
in by-laws. (If a motion is made that 
the secretary ¢.st the ballot, it is out 
of order as no one could vote on this 
motion without exposing his vote.)

I had been reading Freud and Hudson. How- 
ever, those articles I threw away. At 21, 1 
realized I couldn't make the world over and 
in fact I had learned too much by experi- 
ence myself to want to try. Just the same, 
| wanted to go on writing.” She suggested 
that I sit on the sofa beside her, that the 
chair I had chosen seemed stiff. But I 
wanted to stay where I could look straight 
at her. 

“So I began on the short story,” she de- 
clared. “After a day’s work at the studio, I 
went home and dictated two or three hours 
to a stenographer. I did this for months.

wonder to me that contract 

bridge should not be given a 
great deal more attention by uni- 
versities and colleges. Very likely 
it occupies a high unofficial posi- 
tion among the undergraduates and 
faculties, but surely it deserves high- 
er standing. 


I have a rather wide acquaintance 
among college graduates, and we 
have discussed this question at some 
length. Almost unanimously they 
agree that contract would form an 
excellent addition to the average 
curriculum, and to my further sug- 
gestion for contract teams to com- 
pete in intercollegiate tournaments, 
or college afninst college in team 
of four play, there is not one dis- 
senting voice. 


Few nonacademic subjects offer 
the mental training that contract 
does. As a guide to concentration 
and as a developer of analytical 
qualities I cannot think of its equal. 
It is a wholesome substitute for 
gambling games and at the same 
time a safety valve for youthful 
gambling spirit. And, of course, the 
fact that in later years it is a social 
necessity is of no mean importance. 
Far vigoned educators already have 
recognized these truths, with the 
result that already contract has 
been added to the curriculum of 
several eastern high schools. I feel, 
however, that students of college 
age are more fertile soil for this 
particular seed; a certain degree of 
maturity is desirable. 

As to the formation of an inter- 
collegiate bridge league, surely the 
merits are obvious. Contract lends 
itself to team competition, with its 
minimizing of the luck element, bet- 
ter than any other mental exercise, 
such as chess or debating. And this 
with the enormous additional value 
of its being a popular game; prob- 
ably 50 students would turn out to 
make the bridge team ae every one 
in chess. And undoubtedly the for- 
tunes of the team would be followed 
with the greatest interest by the 
student body at large. 

I have no doubt whatsoever that 
the colleges will some day raise con- 
tract to its rightful position—my 
only question is, why the delay?

beautiful lead of the diamond deuce. 
In actual fact this lead alone makes 
the contract unmakaoble, effectively 


blocking declarer from setting up his_ 


fifth heart unless he resigns him- 
self to only two club tricks. In 
other words, he could not take the 
club finesse to the ace-9 and then 
return twice to his own hand. Real- 
izing this sad state of affairs, West 
went up with the diamond king; 
North took the second step in a fine 
defense by playing the diamond jack 
to unblock the suit for his partner. 
Now West led the low spade, intend 
ing, if North ducked, to finesse the 
9. But North was wide awake and 
hopped up with the ace, next lead 
ing the diamond queen. Declarer'’s 
goose was cooked. Neither’ the 
spade nor the heart suit could be 
established without South regaining 
the lead, for a total of one club, 
two diamond, and two spade tricks. 
Note that had South failed to lead 
a diamond at the second play, or 


had North failed to unb’ock: the 
diamond suit. or had North then 


failed to win the first spade lead. 
the contract of three no-trump could 
not have been defeated 
for "he

A GAINST the 


studio walls 
there is heavy pressure, invisible like the 
wind most of the time, but heavy with 
the psychic -weight of 10 or 12 million 
people who want to get in. About 20 
were in the Paramount lobby when I 
entered. Standing around, watching 
their chance. I gave the black-shirted 
clerk my name. He was polite but doubt- 
ful.

Then I was assigned to Room 213, 
Writers’ Annex. To dash in at once and 
begin writing would be too crude. There 
is a ritual to be complied with. You first 
get your shoes shined at Oscar's. He 
is the negro bootblack who has the 
stand near the gate, and you mount the 
chair to look around, listen and get in 
tune with the spirit of the place. 

Oscar shines, jests and capers. He 
sells soft drinks, candy and tobacco. His 
stand is the clearing-house of the studio, 


the forum, the market-place. You hear 
all that is going on, and what will hap- 
pen tomorrow. Steady shoe-shine clients 
never have to buy newspapers. Paul 
Gerard Smith, the scenarist, sits here 
daily to pick up the newest slang. The 
dark corpulent man with black goggles 
in your adjoining chair looks asleep, but 
he listens to the sounds and whistling 
about him. He is Mack Gordon, who 
wrote “Did You Ever See 
Walking ?”

Mine is ex- 
actly like the others; it has a desk, a 
typewriter on a stand, two chairs, a hat 
rack and an electric fan and a telephone. 
The largest room is where the secre- 
taries hang out. I phone for one. In 15 
seconds she appears, armed with a lot of 
stationery and pencils. 

One thing you learn in Hollywood, 
very few writers do any typing. They 
dictate. If you do your own typing you 
are an eccentric. (I am, at times, 
eccentric.) What are secretaries for, 
anyway? Paramount keeps 150, all 
highly specialized in the tricky craft of 
screen work. Writers come and go, dis- 
tinguished novelists, Viennese  play- 
wrights, Broadway dramatists, Nobel 
prize-winners, plain hacks—but the sec- 
retaries stay on. 

My secretary ts trim, cool and self- 
sufhcient. She has been to the Sor- 
bonne, being French, and went through 
Columbia. Act out what you want to 


say, gesticulate, pantomime and bellow 
in French, English, German or what-not 
and she calmly jots down your ravings 
in pot-hooks, puts a little sense into it, 
and fetches it to you neatly typed. The 
manner of the skilled Hollywood secre- 
tary is that of a trained nurse accus- 
tomed to handle maniacs.

you must, know is a generic term. There is 
the story script, all fully detailed. Then

Also the script for 
the make-up man, and the director’s 
script-girl, who fills hers out in ink as 
the plays goes on, with data on the de- 
gree o light, what color tie the leading 
man wears, and who moves here or there 


and when. Most fearsome of all is the 
cameraman’s script. It is jotted full of 
cryptical remarks like the notebook of a 
student at a lecture on integral calculus. 
“Sequence F, Take Number 15, Second 
Frame, 12 feet 7 inches from Lens to 
Miss Colbert’s left cheekbone, angle 10 
degrees, Degree of Light 87.” And all 
this is worked up into a master script 
for the director, who is a sort of Gen- 
eral, and sleeps with the thing under 
his pillow. 

“Dialogue script—a rewrite of the 
aftermath of the battle,” you say, and 
she begins taking dictation. 

All goes well for an hour. An ob- 
stacle crops up. The echoes of the run- 
ning fire after the Battle of Shiloh—did 
they come from the east, the west or the 
north of the scene? I am stuck. It all 
happened 60 years ago.

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Frank Parker Still 
Cant Take Himself 


or Fame Seriously

ODAY, tenor Frank 
Parker, man-about- 
townish in his grey tailored suit and 


white’ gardenia, bears little resemblance 
to the younger edition of himselt, Frank 
Ciccio, the kid from Mulberry St. 

But Frank has one thing in common 
with most of the boys who rose to 
prominence from towly beginnings in 
New York’s turbulent East Side—a 
twinkle in his eye, a rare sense of hu- 
mor, and a sympathy for all strugglers. 

However, his success story, and its 
been. a pretty phenomenal one in radio, 
doesn’t run along the conventional boy- 
from-East-Side lines. 

For instance, he never sold a news- 
paper in his life. Nor did he save his 
pennies to get along in the world. 

Ask him, fully expecting an affirmative 
answer, whether he was an ambitious kid. 

Frank will give you a quit-kidding look 
out of his grey eyes and reply: “I was as 
lazy as they come. In fact—my only am- 
bition was to have a good time.” 


W HEREUPON you find 


yourself grappling for an angle on his 
rise to the top of show business. I think 
I found an answer in a story he told me 
which had nothing to do with his actual 
career at all. 

Frank and some buddies were out for 
a good time in Palisades Amusement 
Park, that mecca for roller coaster fans 
and cotton candy, overlooking the Hud- 
son River just across the way from Man- 
hattan. 

His buddies dared him to ride a horse 
around the ring. It wasn’t the kind of 
tame horse usually hired out to kiddies. 
It was no Shetland pony. 

Frank took the dare. He’d never been 
on a horse before. This one took some 
dozen quick runs around the ring. Frank 
had all he could do to hang on, and 
finally brought the steed to a stop. He 
got off shaking. 

Well, it wasn’t a question of getting 
back on the horse that has thrown you. 
In the first place, Frank wasn’t actually 
thrown. In the second place, he didn’t 

have the price of another ride. But he 

determined then and there that one day 
he would learn how to handle those 
critters. 

Now, as you probably know, Frank 1s 
one of the most skilled riders in the show 
business. One horse in his stables, Gin- 
ger, was outlawed in the Army for his 
ornery antics. Frank bought him be- 
cause he was lively and interesting, put 
in a terrible bout with him one day in 
Central Park when a newspaper blew 
across the bridle path, and has now 
trained him into a prize-winning saddle 
horse. 

Regarding that day in Central Park, 
Frank says. apparently mentally wiping 
his brow. “It was like a rodeo, really! 
I don’t think I ever had a more interested 
audience in my life than gathered around 
to watch Ginger try to throw me.” 


B UT, to return to 
the East Side, young Frank Ciccio had no 


idea he would one day own a stable of 
saddle horses. He went to school, played 
hooky whenever possible, and never sang 
a song until he was cragged to church 
by Mrs. Ciccio to sing in the choir. 

After high school, the show business 
appealed to young Frank, I regret to re- 
port, because it looked easy. He had no 
particular bent in any direction. He had 
learned to dance the clog around hurdy 
“gurdys, and a few sleek steps in dance 
halls. So he decided to answer calls for 
chorus boys. 

That was 1925 and the producers were 
calling all smoothies for the chorus of 
the first edition of “Greenwich Village 
Follies.” Frank slicked back his hair, 
put on his best shirt and reported back- 
stage He got a job. 

In the early part of the season, Frank 
Parker—as he was listed among the 
thorus boys in the program—fot a so- 
called break. One of the sngers in 
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“Greenwich Village Follies” developed a 
fine case of laryngitis, and Frank was 
picked out of the chorus to do a one-night 
stand-in for the star. 

“It was no special orchid to me,” Frank 
says, “but I was the only logical one to 
do it. I knew all the songs.” 

And how did they know that Frank 
knew all the songs? Well, while dress- 
ing backstage before performances, Frank 
had suddenly discovered the existence of 
vocal chords. He had begun to yodel 
the numbers from the show out of “sheer 
youthful exuberance.” And his singing 
was duly noted and marked down for fu- 
ture reference by the producers. 


F RANK didn’t much 
want to get out there and sing. But he 
took it more or less in the spirit of a 
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dare—the way he had got on that horse 
at Palisades Park when he was a young- 
ster. He came off shaking, the same way 
he dismounted from the-.horse. And, like 
that other incident, he determined that 
one day he’d be able to face an audience 
and sing with assurance. 


Frank's one-night stand made a great 
impression on the producers, though he 
didn’t know it at the time. In several 
weeks he signed a contract to sing a star 
role in the next year’s edition of the 
Follies. 

He can’t even remember the songs he 
did, he’s sung so many since. But he 
recalls dimly it was something about “a 
nightingale and a rose” and that his ro- 
mantic tenor got a hand. Frank didn’t 
particularly want to be romantic. He 
wanted to be funny 

Well, Frank has always loved to get

laughs. His neat move m the show busi- 
ness was to do a double in vaudeville. 
He and his partner, a fellow who has 
since retired from the footlights, did 
funny patter, dance routines and comic 
songs. Frank can’t remember anything 
very significant that happened then. 
“We just had an awful lot of fun,” he 
grins reminiscently, “and we played 
poker with probably every old stage door 
man on the circuit.” 

Then Frank got homesick for Broad- 
way. He returned, informed booking 
offices and producers that the prodigal 
was in town again, and presto, he had a 
job singing in “Little Nellie Kelly.” Two 
more musicals, “No, No Nannette” and 
“My Princess,” followed. By this tin‘: 
Frank was convinced that his voice was 
his fortune. 


Break Number Two 
came about this time. A friend of 
Frank’s was scheduled for a guest ap- 
pearance on a radio show. Frank’s old 
ally, laryngitis, made this impossible. And 
Frank was asked to pinch-hit. 

_His one-time-shot made a big impres- 
sion on. the network’s Artists Bureau, 
and Frank was signed immediately. For 
a year he made special appearances on 
variety shows as guest artist, then he 
was signed by A. & P. Gypsies. He was 
featured in that show for five and a half 
years. 

Radio looked like an excellent idea to 
Frank. It kept him busy all the year 
round. It had no dead seasons like the 
theater 
Ever since Frank came to the airwaves,

The Glorified Girl Takes to Pictures

HOLLYWOOD. 


ROBABLY no man 
in the history of the 


theater has had a truer sense of teminine 
beauty than the late Florenz Ziegfeld. 
Long before he produced the shows 
which “Glorified the American Girl,” he 
said: “Some men admire beautiful paint- 
ings, some men love sculpture, some men 
prefer music, but most of all I admire 
beautiful girls. I am going to gather to- 
gether the most beautiful girls in the 
world, drape them in exquisite garments 
and parade them in the theater.” 

Well, just by way of terse comment, l 
never yet saw a man who didn’t admire 
beautiful girls. Did you? You may, if 
you like, subscribe to that propaganda 
about the way to a man’s heart being 
through his stomach. Certainly I’m not 
denying that you’ve got to feed the brutes 
to keep them happy. But you'd better 
do what you can about giving them some- 
thing good to look at, too. Or watch 
out! Nature apparently designed the 
masculine eye for roving. 

No, the great impresario of beauty was 
not unique in his preference. But he did 
have some interesting ideas on what con- 
stitutes loveliness. And from boxoffice 
results it would appear that a great many 
of his brothers agreed with him. Anyway, 
they paid a lot of money to observe the 
beauties he selected. 


yd IEGFELD required 


more or less standardized beauty of face 
and form of his Follies girls. But the 
stars he featured were not necessarily 
ruled by that standard. Among the girls 
“Ziggy himself singled out as what he 
called “ideal girls” were Marilyn Miller. 
Mary Hays and the Fairbanks twins. 

Miss Miller was a blue-eyed blond and 
undeniably lovely. Very few persons 
would call the Fairbanks twins extra- 
ordinarily beautiful, and Mary Hays, who 
was Dick Barthelmess’ first wife, you re- 
member, never was beautiful in the com- 
monly accepted sense of the world. 

But Mary Hays did have charm ‘and 
personality. And Mary Hays had talent 
Very deliberately do I mention this early 
in the proceedings. Because Ziegfeld, 
worshipper of beauty and expert in the 
choice of beauty, nevertheless maintained 
that perfection of features is not enough. 
He said that to be outstanding a girl 
needs beauty plus personality. He went 
farther than that. He said that she may 
be shy on beauty in proportion as she is 
strong in personality. Personality is 
felt, not seen. 

Moreover, he insisted that the girls he 
chose be able to do some one thing 
supremely well. They must excell at act- 
ing, dancing, singing, mimicking or wear- 
ing clothes as théy should be worn. 


S O, CHILDREN, you 


may read what follows about ideal meas- 
urements and such with complete equa- 
nimity. Of course, it’s fun to see how 
your own contours stack up. But weep 
no tears if they are off a good bit. Just do 


the best you can with what you have. 
Then plug your talents and your per- 
sonality. Make yourself so darned in- 


teresting nobody can resist you, even if 
your knees won't quite touch and your 
nose is not exactly in the middle of your 
face. 

About eyes. Ziegfe!d said: “Their color 
is less important than their size. bril- 
liance. line and expression.’ The re- 
quirements for a beautiful mouth he gave 
as good teeth, a radiant smile and a short 
upper lip. He did not emphasize shape 
or size. He liked hair to be natural. It 
didn’t matter if tt was blond, dark or red 
or any of the myriad shades between 
But he wanted it left its natural color 

He thought the South the most fertile 
source for pretty girls and ranked Call- 
fornia second. It is interesting that the 


cities producing most of the girls he 
chose from the hundreds who came to 
him to be “glorified” are, in order of 


volume of contribution, New York. Phila- 
delphia. Baltimore, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. The characteristic South- 
ern type he signified as graceful with 
dark eyes and hair and decided charm of 
manner. The California type he placed 
by free, athletic carriage, suggestive ot 
healthy, out-door life. In coloring blue 
or gray eyes and fair or medium brown 
hair predominated. The New Yorker he 
found less natural, but with more assur- 
ance than the others and greater con- 
ciousness of her power to attract. 


O NE of the biggest 


points in beauty qualification, according 
to Ziegfeld standards, was the ability to 
walk gracefully. All his show girls were 
trained by the hour in walking. Books 
were place¢c on their heads and they had 
to move about at various speeds without 
spilling the books. The saowman said 
that a girl’s heels should never be ele- 
vated more than half an inch from the 
floor at any time while she is walking. 

He demanded queenly carriage. Jounc- 
ing and wriggling were not tolerated. It 
they didn’t have the necessary poise and 
dignity to begin with they were trained 
to it. He was fond of saying he wanted 
his show girls to look like ladies who 
would attract gentlemen. An air of good 
breeding was essential to him as part of 
the habiliments of beauty. His show 
girls and chortis girls averaged in age 
from 16 to 23 years. The average meas- 
urements for his idea of the Perfect 
American Girl were: Height, 5 feet, 8 
inches; neck, 1214 inches; bust, 34'% 
inches; waist, 26 inches; hips, 36 inches; 
thigh, 20 inches; calf, 1214 inches; ankle, 
814 inches; weight, 125 pounds. 

All of this research. was contributed 
by Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, which studio 
is making “The Great Ziegfeld,” a pic- 
ture based with surprising accuracy on 
the facts of his life and personality. The 
country was scoured to find beauties to 
play the parts of Ziegfeld Follies girls. 
Some were actually in the real Ziegfeld’s

What is it they have that singles 
them out for destiny’s blessing? Is it luck? 
Is it fate? Is it favoritism? 


Let us look at four of these young players 
who have managed to put their heads above 
the hundreds who are fighting for fame in 
the films. Where did they come from? Who 
are they? What have they in common? 


Raymond Milland had to leave Hollywood 
three times and travel more than 38,000 
miles before his chance came to him. Born 
an Englishman, Raymond attended Kings 
College in England until he was 16 years 
old. His love for the sea led him to quit 
school and get himself a job on a potato 
boat. Six months later a chance to work 
for his uncle, a breeder 6f fine horses, 
brought Raymond home again. His expert 
horsemanship helped to get him in the ranks 
of the king’s personal bodyguard. He might 
still have been a member of the king’s finesv 

aand the Paramount Studios might rave been 
minus an excellent actor, if a horse hadn't 
led him into trouble. 


“As a personal escort to the Prince of 
Wales, we were traveling from one small 
town to another,” says Milland. “We were 
dismissed for a two-hour wait and I sought 
refuge in a ‘pub’ called “The Bunch of 
Grapes.’ I met some friends there and we 
proceeded to drink each others health. Sud- 
denly I was called back to duty and when 
I started to walk, the earth came up and 
hit me in the face. Somehow I managed 
to climb up on“my horse. I was so close to 
the Prince of Wales that he must have 
noticed my condition. But though he gave 
no sign, my horse wasn’t quite so con- 
siderate. Being a high-strung, sensitive 
steed, he reared up on his hind legs, realiz- 
ing something was wrong. Then he tore 
down the street and nothing I could do 
would stop him. When the king, queen and 
prince drove up in front of Buckingham 
Palace, there I was standing at attention. 
I had proceeded them by hours. My face 
was blood red and I was so embarrassed that 
I handed in my resignation.” 

Soon after this an aunt died and left 
Raymond $17,000. With this money he 
“toured” Europe. One year later he was 
back home and broke. With his remaining 
$50 he invited Estelle Brody, an English 
picture star, to dinner at Ciro’s. The next 
day he planned to get a job on another 
potato boat. 

For a lark, Estelle Brody induced Raymond 
to try his hand at playing extra. He needed 
the money and to his surprise found out

that a person actuaily got paid for standing 
up in front of people and making faces. 
Jt was too easy an opportunity to pass, Or 
so he thought then. After several roles 
in England Raymond came to New York. 
Every time he landed, he got a cable from 
his English agent, calling him back for an- 
other job. 

Finally he headed for Hollywood. He 
wanted to lose his English acceuit, so he 
decided to find a girl friend who could help 
him. The one he picked out happened to 
be from the south. Several weeks later Ray 
was talking a lingo that his own mother 
would never have recognized. For a year 
and a half he was under contract to M-G-M, 
He appeared with Charles Laughton in 
“Payment Deferred” and was loaned to 
Warners to play the lead opposite Constance 
Bennett in “Bought.” 


His contract expired, so Raymond com- 
muted between England and Hollywood. 
After several British productions, he was 
signed by Paramount and immediately put 
into “Bolero.” Since then he has played 
leads in “We’re Not Dressing,” “Many Happy 
Returns,” “Menace,” “The Gilded Lily” and 
“Four Hours to Kill.” He lives quietly in a 
bungalow in Hollywood. 

While touring vaudeville, Bert Wheeler, of 
the team of Wheeler and Woolsey, played a 
date in St. Louis. This was 10 years ago 
when the Charleston rage was sweeping the 
country. A contest for kiddies was being 
held in the theater and Bert was asked to 
pick out the winner. From hundreds of con- 
testants he selected a blue-eyed, blond-haired 
little girl who danced with all the joy of 
living.

Born in St. Louis, Betty Grable started in 
to sing and dance almost from the time she 
learned to walk and talk.

This eventually 
brought her to California, where her mother 
decided to remain for.a while. Betty en- 
rolled in a dancing school that supplied 
talent to the Tox Studios. She worked with 
that studio for seven months as a member 
of the dancing chorus. From there she 
signed with Sam Goldwyn for a year. 

When a screen career didn't pan out, Betty 
decided to stop pursuing. With singing and 
dancing as her specialty, she turned to the 
popular dance orchestras. Nightly Betty 
could be seen at the Miramar hotel in Santa 
Monica, where she worked with the Jay 
Whidden orchestra. She also worked at the

Biltmore hotel in Los Angeles, the Mark 
Hopkins hotel in San Francisco and finally 
went over to the St. Francis hotel in that 
same city, to apper with Ted Fio Rito. 

Betty remained with Fio Rito for seven 
months and toured the country with his 
orchestra. She is still romantically interest- 
ed in the drummer. 

Besides singing and dancing, Betty plays 
the saxophone (she says that the studio 
hasn't found this out yet), is a skilled swim- 
mer and tennis player, goes to baseball games 
and knits while she keeps score.

Those of you who remerznber 
“Thin Man,” “Society Doctor” and “China 
Seas” will recall a handsome young man 
with a strange restlessness in his eyes. In 
the short time he has lived, William Henry 
has been in every corner of the world (which 
accounts for that wanderlust look) and yet 
he was born in Hollywood, within the 
shadows of the studios. 


“There are two things I’ve wanted to do 
since I was eight years old,” says Bill. “I 
knew I wanted to be an actor and I wanted 
to keep moving. Something in my. nature 
just won't allow me to be tied down. Now 
that I'm under contract, I change my ad- 
dress almost every month. I must keep 
busy night and day. I require very little 
Sleep and feel there is so much to experience 
in this world that I must hurry to get every- 
thing in. I've wandered all over Europe and 
Canada. I’ve been in strange countries and 
heard strange languages and yet somehow 
I've had the feeling that I’ve been there be- 
fore.” 

Bill has been working in the new “Tarzan” 
picture. He doesn’t make up to many people, 
yet he feels completely safe with the ani- 
mals. The studio wanted him to have a 
double, but Bill insisted on working with 
the tigers and elephants himself. Bill is 
one of the new actors who is never seen in 
a Hollywood night club. But sometimes in 
the middle of the night he'll wander down 
to Chinatown. 


In 1912 the Olympic tryouts were held in 
a pool owned by Bill's father. From Hawali 
came Duke Kahanamoku, the famous Ha- 
waiian swimmer. Bill's father was charmed 
by the simplicity of the duke and made ar- 
rangements to adopt him. When Bill was 
born the two boys were raised as brothers. 


When the swimmer returned to Hawaii in 
1927, Bill went along. There, duke's Ha- 
walian mother looked after him. Since then 
Bill has made five trips to the island. His 
foster-brother has taught him the native 
language, how to handle a surf-board and 
an out-rigger canoe. 

When Bill isn't working before the camera, 
he is at the Pasadena Playhouse, where his 
brother Tom is a director. Bill has ap- 
peared in several plays, among them “Romeo 
and Juliet,” “The Sea Gull,” “The Cat and 
the Fiddle,” “Little Women.”
